Near Race Riot Follows 
foilsae of Macon Officer 


Macon, Ga., July 29.—Spas- 
modie firing at negroes and a 
search by hundreds of persons 
headed by sherifi’s deputies 
fov “Cocky” Glover, a negro, 
followed the killing of Walter 
C. Byrd, a deputy sheviff and 
the wounding of three, negroes 
here tonight in a shooting af- 
fray in a negro pool rocm, 

Vhe police urged all negroe 
to go to their homes after res- 
cuing one from a down town 
evowd and seeing others shot 
at, and it appeared that a race 
viot, which police feared, had 
peen averted. 

The killing followed the en- 
vy into the pool room on 
Broadway of Deputy Byrd, ac- 
companied by Deputies Romus 
Raley and Will Jakes, the lat- 
ter a nearo, in search of a ne- 
gro criminal, Glover, who po- 
lice said they knew well, was 
accused of having shot Byrd in 
the back. Firing became gen- 
eral and when the smoke 
cleared away Byrd was dying 
and three negroes were wound- 
ed. A number of arrests were 
made in the pool room and 
search was begun that led to 
the Ocmulgee River bottoms. 
Later police and deputies went 
through the. negvo sections 
looking for Glover, who had 
escaped from the pool room by 
leaping through a window. 

The pool room was ona 
block of Broadway occupied 
almost entirely by negro busi- 


ness places and lodging houses | 


and they were closed up by po- 
lice orders and all negroes for- 
bidden to show themselves in 
the block as a matter of pre- 
caution,

feet, five inches, had the repu-'

Montgomery was treated to the 
first strike outbreak Friday 
lnight when two men working 

in the Western shops were set 
upon and beaten by eight men, 
alleged to be strikers, in front 
of the Seaboard freight house. 
The men were on their way to 
the Western shops when at- 
tacked. Both were strangers 
in Montgomery having come 
here to work following the 
strike, ‘ 

The police were immediately 
called to the scene. It is sta- 
ited that while picketing has 
been going on in Montgomery 
| for some time, it has been most 
ly of the non-violent type, but 
officials of the voad_ think. 
they say, that the duration of 
_the,strike has incensed the men 
| who are out and that the first 
jact of violence may result in a 
serious situation. The attack 
| occurred about 11 p. m. 
| The two men, who were on 
their way from picture show in 
jtown, had gotten to the corner 
‘of the Seaboard freight house 
when eight men came up to 
them and surrounded them. 
One of the crowd asked the 
men if they weve at present

It is a fact, however, that an 
Assistant Attorney General has 
given his unofficial opinion 
that the law gives the right to 
an Executive Committee to se- 
lect officers, only where there 
are two or more political par- 
ties participating in said pri- 
mary election. f 

To us this seems to be very 
clear from reading the statute 
itself, and for the benefit of 
the people of the county who 
may be interested in the mat- 
ter, we give’ below all that 
part of section 12, General 
Acts 1919, page 970, which re- 
lates to the subject, and not 
just a part of the section: 

“Section 12. Officers for 
each election-district,-precinet 
yv ward in all primary  elec- 
jions held under the provisions 
of this act shall be of the same 
number and designation as re- 
juired by law to hold regular 
state elections, and their duties 
und responsibilities shall be the 
same as those legally appoint- 
and legally qualified like offi- 
cers at regular state elections; 
and they shall be appointed in 
the manner below provided. If 
more than one political party 
enters such primary, the ap- 
pointing board shall see that 
each such political party has 
fair representation among the 
officers named. Wherever 
two ‘political parties enter the 
primary, the appointing board 
shall see that the representa- 
tion of each party in the mat- 
ter of officers of election is 
equally divided in numbr, so 
that each party shall - have 
three election officers amongst 
those named to conduet the 
primary, and each party shall 
have amongst them at least 
one clerk. If demanded by 
the chairman of the county 
committe of either party, lots 
shall be cast to determine 
which party shall have the re- 
turning officer.

Brewer Girl Freed 


On Murder Charge 


Montgomery, Ala., July 27. 
—A. Portis McKeithen met his 
death in a lonely dell six and 
one-half miles west of Mont- 
gomery last Thursday  after- 
noon as a result of a pistol shot 
wound fired without homicidal 
or suicidal intent. Mildred 
Brewer, sixteen and one-half 
year old girl, charged with the 
murder, is not guilty . of the 
charge, but is adjudged a ward 
of the state and placed in the 
custody of her mother to report 
weekly to the juvenile court of 
Montgomery county. 


These are the outstanding 
developments following the 


trial of the Brewer girl in the 
court of Judge J. Lee Holloway 
of the juvenile court of Mont- 
gomery county, Wednesday af- 
ternoon. Judge Holloway ad- 
hered to his previously pub- 
lished statement that he would 
hold the trial in secret, but 
Temple Seibels, Montgomery 
county’s solicitor, Wednesday 
evening gave the Montgomery 
Advertiser a succint synoposis 
of the evidence introduced at 
the hearing, which resulted in 
the declaration that Mildred 
3rewer is a wurd of the State 
of Alabama and must remain 
for the present at least, under 
the jurisdiction of the juvenile 
court. 

Mildred Brewer in her testi- 
mony in juvenile court, said 
that Portis McKeithen was kill- 
ed by his own revolver. She 
detailed the love affair be- 
tween herself and McKeithen. 
She stated that when she had 
refused to do the- bidding of 
McKeithen, that he pulled his 
revolver, cocked it, seized her 
by the waist and said he would 
kill her and then kill himself. 
She testified that when he rais- 
ed his hand with the revolver 
that she tried to grab the pistol 
and that in the scuffle the pis- 
tol was discharged and that 
she could not say whether he 
or she pulled the trigger. 

With the public excluded 
from the court room, the hear- 
ing opened behind closed doors 
shortly after 3 o’clock.

Aged Huntsville Man Is 
Almost Beaten to Death 


Huntsville, Ala., July 31.— 
M, I. Simmons, an aged Union 
veteran of this city was beaten 
almost to death late last night 
by I. T. Pitts, who, with his 
wife, lived in the Simmons 
home on McCollough avenue, 
Neighbors who rushed into the 


Simmons home found Pitts 
beating the old man _ in the 
dark with a piece of square 


scantling and when Mr. Sim- 
mons was examined it was 
found that his skull had been 
crushed, the jawbone broken, 
the right arm fractured at the 
elbow and the left arm beaten 
to a jelly. 

Simmons. recovered  con- 
sciousness and told that Pitts 
came to his door during the 
night and ealled to him telling 
someone was in his wife’s room 
and Simmons came out to lis- 
ten. Then the assault was 
committed. It was stated that 
Simmons recently deeded his 


way. One of the best minor employees of the State—a young lady—has been 
there for many years and I am sure the interest of the State has been con- 
srved by her continued loyalty to the people. 

To the people of the State I would suggest that no candidate before the 
people ever had more false, serious, libelous charges than I, particularly just 
before election, and I am sincere in the general statement that not only I, but 
all the people who stood with me sincerely had the interest of the peopla 
at heart, nnd tied hard to work same out and time has so proven.
